He got the sow's ear. went into his laboratory, and 
eventually emerged wtih a silk purse. 

Now Edward L. Thorndike, Columbia university 
psychologist, steps forward to upset another andent 
maxim—"you can't teach an old dog new tricks." 

Professor Thorndike spent two years studying the 
proposition. Now, writing in the current issue of 
Good Housekeeping, he announces that it is, as a 
general thing, easier to teach new tricks to an old 
dog than to a young one. 

He made extensive studies of the way adults as¬ 
similate. new knowledge, and declares that a man of 
thirty, forty or even fifty can learn a new trade, a 
new profession, a new language or a new art as 
quickly as a college youth; indeed, in some cases 
the adult will learn quicker and more easily than 
the youngster. 

Professor Thorndike believes there is just one 
reason why the average person doesn't know twice as 
much at forty as he docs at twenty. That is be¬ 
cause the average person, entering his twenties, as¬ 
sumes that his education is complete, and does not 
try to learn anything more. 

All of this is highly encouraging. Too many of 
us, getting into a rut of habit or work as we leave 
our youth behind, long to make a change but do not 
try to because we believe it is too late. We allow 
ourselves to stay fixed in the grooves we slipped into 
in our youth. 

Professor Thorndike comes to pur rescue by 
telling us, m effect: "Go ahead and try it. Your 
mind is as fertile and receptive now as it ever was. 
You can learn anything you want to. If you re not 
satisfied with what you arc doing now, learn how 
to do something else. It’s perfectly possible 

Psychologists, chemists and other scientists have 
done a good deal for us in recent years. But nothing 
they have done is much more important than this 
exploding of the old maxims that we used to trust 
so implicitly. 

Such sayings may represent the accumulated wis¬ 
dom of the ages, to be sure. But they also may 
represent only the mistaken notions of our fore¬ 
fathers. I hey are more apt to fetter us than help 
us. If we can break away from them we may find 
a new freedom.

As the 
m leader of the Conservative Party in British Columbia

• dities involved in trade between Canada and the 
United States. TTie Liberal Government of this 
province was often urged to persuade the Fed¬ 
eral authorities to put an embargo on the export of 
British Columbia logs to the United States. The 
point that only logs for which no market existed here 
were being thus disposed of in their raw state cut 
no figure in the arguments advanced. The Times 
frequently emphasized the fact that if such an em¬ 
bargo were to be imposed on the export of these logs, 
certain interests in the state of Washington would 
use it as cn argument with the United States Con¬ 
gress for a retaliatory duty on British Columbia 
shingles. Reprisal of that kind would destroy an im¬ 
portant British Columbia industry, for approximately 
ninety per cent, of the shingles turned out in the mills 
of this province, particularly in the case of Van¬ 
couver Island mills, are exported to the neighboring 

| republic. 

ITus Dominion imports nearly $50,000,000 
worth of coal from the United States annually. All 
Central Canada, in fact the great area between 
Montreal and Winnipeg, is wholly dependent upon 
American coal. What is $50,000,000 to the yearly 
business of the U S. ? It is merely a drop in the 
nicket; but it is business which Canada is obliged 
:o give to her in order that extensive industrial and 
domestic requirements on this side may be satisfied. 
Several aspects thus are involved in any proposal to 
increase the duty on these imports. We would very 
.enously handicap millions of our people in Central 
Canada, besides laying the foundation for the nun 
of the coal mining industry of British Columbia, if 
we in this province were to support the application 
which Eastern interests propose to present to the 
Tariff Advisory Board. We have not yet solved 
the problem of transporting coal all the way from 
British Columbia and Alberta to Ontario so that 
it can be disposed of at a price comparable to the 
. price paid for coal imported a few hundred miles 
from Pennsylvania, much of which reaches its Can¬ 
adian market chiefly by the Great Lakes route. 

We shall await with considerable interest—and 
pardonable amusement—the reaction to the Tolmie 
, Government’s attitude on the coal tariff question from 
. the. * high protection advocates, notably our morn- 
' ing contemporary, who would have assailed the Mac- 
’ Lean Government most violently if it had opposed an 
■ increase in the tariff on imports from the United 
States as the Tolmie Government is doing. Wc can 
assure them that the new Government often will 
startle them—and probably itself—in this way. 
TTie situation is not .without its appeal to the sense 
* of humor of that part of the public which has such 
[ a thing.

We are re¬ 
minded of the ground* upon winch they based then 
comments on this development by the September bul¬ 
letin issued by the Royal Bank of Canada. In that 
document it is noted that the Dominion’s investments 
abroad have practically doubled since 1923. In 
other wordj, at the beginning of 1927, $1,300,000,- 
000 of Canadian capital was working abroad, equal 
to approximately one-fourth of the amount of foreign 
capital invested in this country. ITie bank s bulletin 
comments on this as follows: 

ThK export of capital ha* served lo permit Canada 
to regain the control of a number of her own indus¬ 
tries where control had previously been held abroad 
As exam pi? a of this movement, we msy note particularly 
the securities of Goodyear Tires, Windsor Hotel. Hiram 
Walker Distillery. Acadia 8ugar Canadian Bronve. Cos¬ 
mos Imperial Mills. National Steel Car. Lake Superior 
Corporation. Provincial Paper and Noranda Mines The 
same trend is apparent in relation to International 
Nickel. Canada Dry Ginger Ale Christie Brown. Bra¬ 
zilian Traction and Imperial Tobacco 

In addition. Canadians are participating in the pur¬ 
chase of securities underwritten in the United States, 
and. In fact, the great majority of Canadian issues 
brought out in the United States are Jointly offered to 
the Canadian public by Canadian underwriters. 

ITiis impartial analysis of Canada’s financial 
condition will be cold comfort to our prophets of 
gloom. Mr. Bennett has been going about the coun¬ 
try telling the people that the prosperity which is so 
obvious to everybody is only “seeming prosperity." We 
note, however, that Mr. J. A. McLeod, the general 
manager of the Bank of Nova Scotia, who was in 
the city yesterday, finds business conditions through¬ 
out the country "better than ever."

Transpacific Mails 


J. P. Babcock Returns From 
Annual Tour of Inspection 

Little encouragement regarding the 
future run of oockeye salmon in the 
Fraser 1* given by J. B Babcock, asaist- 
ant commissioner of fisheries for the 
Province, on return from his annual 
tour of inspection. In a preliminary 
report to Hon. 8 L. Howe, on his trip 
to the spawning ground*, Mr Babcock 
my* in part: 

"While the run to the Chllcotln 
River this season was the largest 
In many years. it Is not to be under¬ 
stood that their numbers compared 
favorably with even the poor run in 
the fears before the Fraser was so 
depleted of sockeye. or that the reeult 
of their spawning will materially add 
to the run four years hence. In earlier 
years the Chllcottns caught and 
smoked over 100.000 sockeye—all they 
appeared to desire. 

"The salmon pack statement* Issued 
by Major Motherwell, chief inspector 
for the Dominion In British Columbia, 
up to September 8. give the total pack 
of sockeye taken from the Fraser at 
2l 6lO cases, as against 22.094 cases In 
1927. 22.672 cases tn 1926. 27.636 cases 
in 1926 and 33.819 cases In 1924. From 
which It will be noted that the catch 
this year la 11,000 caaea less than at 
the same period four years ago. and 
the smallest made up to this date In 
sny of the five years. 

"It Is much too early to form an 
estimate of the sockeye run to 
LUlooet and other lakee In the lower 
Fraser basin, and it will be recalled 
that In 1926 and 1927 several hun¬ 
dred thousand sockeye reached ‘.he 
Shuswap^arva In October and spawned 
In Adams and Little Rivers." 


Montreal. Sept 21 —A string of 166 
automobiles slong the water front here 
yesterday was ample evidence that 
motor manufactures in Canada and 
the United States were taking advan¬ 
tage of the rate war between the Can¬ 
adian National Steamships and tlie 
New Zealand Shipping Company.

Leaders of Anti-capital 
Punishment Move in Great 
Britain Launch Petition 

London. Sept 21 (Canadian Press 
Cable)—Th* petition being launched 
by the National Council for Abolition 
of the Death Penalty soon will be 
started, the forms on which It 1 * hoped 
to obtain an unchallenged Index of 
publie opinion on the matter of capi¬ 
tal punishment already being available. 
Since the state was unlikely to sanc¬ 
tion the considerable expense of hold¬ 
ing a popular referendum, the organi¬ 
sation pledged to work for abolition of 
the death penalty in Oreat Britain de¬ 
cided to start a petition, which will be 
presented to Parliament. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, former Home 
Secretary, in an article In The Lon¬ 
don Evening News, suggested that the 
House of Commons might pass a reso¬ 
lution desiring the Home Secretary to 
reprieve all under death sentences 
(about one-half already are reprieved) 
It could then be seen over a period of 
years whether unsatisfactory result* 
followed. If murders increased the 
death penalty could be restored. If 
they decreased, he said, then the pen¬ 
alty ought to be legally abolished.

No-Stand on Cowichan Plan 
Taken By Directors

“We are living In a country of great 
possibilities, greater, I believe, than 
any other country In the world, artJ all 
we ran do Is have faith and confidence, 
faith In ourselves and confidence In 
our ability to make Canada surpass 
expectations a* to it* all-round de¬ 
velopment,” declared J. R. Mcoby, man¬ 
ager of the Dominion Bank, In speak¬ 
ing to members of the Victoria Real 
Estate Hoard at its fortnightly meeting 
In the David Hpenrer dining-room at 
noon to-day. 

Mr. Booby took as the subject of 
his talk. "The Development of Agricul¬ 
tural Resources in the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces.” and pointed to the wonder¬ 
ful progress which the three provinces 
had made in the last twenty-five years. 
He quoted some Interesting figures 
showing the great change In value af 
production which the quarter century 
had brought about With a popula¬ 
tion of approximately 600.000 persons, 
Saskatchewan led by far the other two 
provinces, and her annual production 
waa enormous Every man. woman and 
child In Saskatchewan waa responsible 
for $400 worth of wealth In the prov¬ 
ince. and every adult for $2,000 If 
the laat twenty-five years had made 
such a wonderful change, what would 
l the coming twenty-five years bring 
about, the speaker aaked. 

PEAC E RIVER El TI RE 

Speaking of the Peace River country. 
Mr Scoby aald that when this area 
was fully opened up Victoria and Van¬ 
couver would feel the effect of a won¬ 
derful grain producing belt, the only 
logical outlet for the products of that 
country being through the two cities 

The Peace River country. Mr Scoby 
I said, is bo&nd fo become one of the 
| greatest areas in* the Dominion for 
farming The climate is not so severe 
as that of the prairie provinces, it has 
ample facilities for mixed farming. It 
Is heavily wooded and in the not very 
far distant future It will become one 
of the heaviest centres of population In 
the Dominion 

Mr Scoby said that although he was 
a banker, he was optomlstlc and looked 


Reporting on the conference In Dun¬ 
can this week on the propoeed Cow- ! 
ichan log flume. R. H. B. Ker outlined 
to directors of the Victoria Chamber 
of Commerce the facts of this discus¬ 
sion. 

It was proposed to- build a dam 
across the Cowichan River a mile and 
a half below the lake to keep the, 
water at a minimum of two feet above 
Ute present level. It was stated. If i 
the water dropped below that level 
more would be available for the flume 
so the plans called for a dam to pre¬ 
vent flooding at one time and a short¬ 
age at another by making provision 
for the dry period 

Arguments against raising the level 
of the water were met but Mr Ker 
presumed had to be corroborated by 
other engineers and other parties In¬ 
terested The effect on property was 
discussed but It was considered that 
property owners would put up their 
own objections and take care of them¬ 
selves 

Regarding the railways, the Duncan 
Board of Trade and the Victoria Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce took a prominent 
part a few year* ago in getting the 
CJt.R. to run to Cowichan and could 
not now very well support anything 
that would Injure that Investment, he 
said. The chief objection which Im¬ 
pressed the Victoria delegates waa the 
loss to the railroads. Arguments 
against the scheme on the ground that 
It would spoil fishing and affect 
property values were briefly referred 
to by Mr Ker 

LOG COf*TJ* 

Those In favor of the proposal. Mr 
Ker said, pointed out the cost of get¬ 
ting log* from the lake to the bay now 
was $3 30 per thousand The flume 
would make a saving of $2 per thou¬ 
sand after paying a good return on 
the investment 

A point emphasized by Jsmes Par- 
fltt. chairman of the industrial group, 
who also attended the Duncan con¬ 
ference was that the c ons t ru ction of 
the flume would open up big areas of 
third-class timber, which it was not 
possible to log at present cost* This 
was estimated at 1 300.000 000 feet, 
which at present had no value With 
the lower costs of transportation by 
the flume this timber could be cut. 
Operation of the flume meant a $240 - 
000 annual revenue in royalties to the 
Provincial Government 

After brief discussion it was decided 
to lesve the matter over for complete 
information from all aides.

A Dominion order-ln-councll ap-| 
proved recently and published Ri the 
current official Gazette recites th at the■ 
Abemethy-Lougheed Logging Company 
Limited, conducting extensive opera¬ 
tion* near Stave Lake, was on June 18. 
1928. granted special permission to ex-, 
port certain cedar timber for a slx- 
months' period; that through conges¬ 
tion of the cedar market, several exten¬ 
sions have been allowed, the look un¬ 
der a Federal order-ln-councll of Janu¬ 
ary 9 laat. for another half-year ending 
July 22. whereby tha exported timber 
was subjected to payment of dues of 
from $1.50 to $2.50 per M. according to 
the log. gradings. 

These dues were In excess of those 
charged under the regulations govern¬ 
ing the dtspoeal of timber cut on Do¬ 
minion lands under license, and also 
higher than rate* originally applied to 
the Abemethy-Lougheed cut for ex¬ 
port. Departmental records India*ted 
that the logs exported during the last 
alx months were of grades two and 
three and went principally to Japan, 
being previously adrertaeff and an lo¬ 
cal mills manufacturing this class of 
timber having been given first oppor¬ 
tunity of purchasing at market price*, 
but without offer*.. 

”Thla export provision 1* working out 
to the satisfaction of local Umber mer¬ 
chants. owing to It taking from tho 
booms a great quantity of low-grade 
cedar for which there Is no present 
market In Brltlah Columbia.” the Do¬ 
minion authority recites, ‘‘and at the 
same time It makes possible the log¬ 
ging of considerable timber that would 
otherwise be unmerchantable.” 

In the public Interest accordingly, 
“after careful consideration of the re 
part of an officer of the department 
well versed in actual existing local 
condlUono.” the Federal Minister ad¬ 
vised and the Ottawa Government al¬ 
lowed a further six months’ extension 
of the export privilege as from July 22 
last, but subject to Increased dues, 
now of $3 per M. on No. 1 logs. $2 50 on 
No. 2 and $2 on No. 3.
